Washington, June 2.— The monthly 


statement of the public debt shows' 
that at. the close of business May 31, 
1898, the public debt, less cash in the 
treasury, amounted to $1,037,733,760, an 
increase over last month of $19,341,108.

Cape Haitien, June 2.—According to

publish .a dispatch from Madrid

A dispatch from Santiago says the 


American squadron which bombarded 
Santiago Tuesday was composed of 14 
vessels, among which were recognized 
the Iowa, Brooklyn, Massachusetts, 
Texas and Amazonas (New Orleans?) 
besides a gunboat 
and an auxiliary 


cruiser believed to be the Columbia. 


The five vessels which were recog- 


nized opened flre on the batteries at 
Punta Gorda, El Morro and Zacopa, 
and also on the cruiser'Cristobal Colon 
which had advanced toward the en- 
trance of the harbor and was visible 
from the hi^h sea. 


The Americans fired projectiles of 32 


centimetres, and the batteries, as well 
as the Cristobal Colon, kept up an in- 
cessant responsive fire. Two shots 
landed on the after part of the Iowa, 
causing damage. 


Wednesday morning the American 


squadron reappeared off Santiago, but 
contented itself with firing two shots, 
which are believed to have been sig- 
nals agreed upon with the insurgents 
who, 
numbering 2,000, are said to have 


concentrated three or four miles from 
Santiago.

Mr. Fred Winter is in receipt of an 


interesting letter from his brother, 
H. H. Winter, who is with Co. H at 
Chickamauga Park. ; It was written 
May 30th and is as follows: 


As they have moved the Y. M. C. 


A-, from Camp Bushnell to our pres- 
etit camp, it is there I am seated 
-writing this letter. This Y. M. C. A. 
'has the same conveniences as the 


v other, but this morning they were 
'out of paper, and as I made up my 
mind yesterday to write to you, did 
not let the paper business stop me, 
but picked up this sheet, (regular 
Manila packing and wrapping paper) 
which is now only half the size it 
was. I sat down to write, and before 
I started Colonel Coit came in. He 
saw that I was going to write on this 
paper and spoke of the novelty of it. 
He asked me for a piece and I gave 
him half of it and he is writing a let 
,ter on the same to his wife.

that we would probably write letter! 


' on palm leaves before we got through 


He is a fine man. When he is with 
1 the boys he is one of them, and when 
he is with men he is a wonder. , 


Tomorrow is the day we have been

Camp Thomas, written 
by Matt 


Thompson to his father and mother, 
Mr. and Mrs. H. P. Thompson. It 
bears date of May 31st: 


Trust the people will not think we 


are all sick or starving or anything of 
that kind. There is but one man in 
our company that is in the hospital, 
and he is Joe Bratt. He has a car- 
buncle or something of that nature 
on his neck. While one or two of the 
boys were excused from drill to do 
light duties at quarters, all the rest 
of us are well and in good shape. 


We have nothing extra to eat, still 


we have plenty, and usually have 
three or four different things at a 
meal—hard-tack, coffee and 
bacon 


every meal, with either rice, potatoes, 
beans or tomatoes extra, and occasion- 
ally soup. We have good water, but 
not very handy. The well we get our 
water from is about one-fourth of a 
mile from the company, and we have 
a barrel hauled to \is once a day and 
then anyone that wants to can go out 
and get a bucket or |several canteens 
full any time between six in the 
morning and nine at night. All the 
water used in camp comes 
from 


artesian wells, which are sunk all 
over the park. They were digging 


are never without a good breeze here.' 


Such reports as you saw in the 


paper in icgard to our condition orig- 
inated in the brain of some paid cor- 
respondent who writes to fill up the 
paper. 


The ice; wagon comes out to camp 


every day and leaves ice, as there is 
an ice -factory in Chattanooga, so 
there is not much trouble to get ice, 
though it is hot as plenty as at Co- 
lumbus. 


There is a steam laundry in Chatta- 


nooga that sends its wagon out every 
day for dirty clothes, but very few 
send things in, as most of the boys at 
present could not buy a railroad line 
if they sold at ninety-nine cents 
apiece. 


The station where we get our mail 


or express packages is Lytle and is 
about one mile southwest of our com- 
pany. The box which you sent me, I 
went over after myself and gave a 
fellow twenty-five cents to haul it out 
to camp, but since then the express 
company has been delivering all boxes 
and packages at camp.. 


I heard this morning that eight 


regiments from here were to leave in 
a few days for Florida, among them 
the First Ohio, but the Fourth does 
hot go this time. 


Yesetrday was Decoration Day, or 


rather Memorial Day, arid I guess it 
was celebrated in good style in the 
city, but at camp the regular routine 
of drills, etc., went on the same as 
usual. Our band and a detail of one 
man from each company was sent in 
to the city. 


We had a good shower yesterday 


and the dust is laid this monring and 
the weather is several degrees cooler 
than before. 


Several of the boys and myself went 


over to the cavalry camp Sunday 
night to see Charley (Dick) Cole. He 
is getting along all right, but is 
rather lonesome, with all his friends 
in Co. H and no one hardly that he 
ever knew before in the troop he is 
with. 


I had a letter from 
Cliff' Salt, of 


Columbus, O., yesterday and he says 
that since the last call for more 
troops had been issued that he had 
been trying his best to get his folks 
to let him join, but they wont think 
of such a thing. 


Tell grandma that about the best 


thing tiiat you sent in the last box 
was those biscuits of hers. 
After 


eating hard-tack for awhile, they 
tasted just fine, and I always did like 
them better than bread, anyway.
